AN IMPORTANT RENT CASE 


{.CROWN PROSECUTES A LANDLORD. 


THE LANDLORD, FINED 8200, 


Tenants of domestic dwellings will find 
great ‘satisfaction in the. news that a 
Hongkong landlord was yesterday fined 

200 for attempting te raise the rent on 
one of his tenants by 42'per cent. The 
case iy the first of its kind to como before 
the Magisterial Courts of Hongkong since 
the particular section of the’ Reuts Ordi- 


panes, 1922 came inte operation. « The 
Section in question which was introduecd 
in the amendmént of the ordinance in 


1023 (Ordinance No. 8), reads as follows: |. 


“Every lessor who demands or re. 

» ceives more than the standard rent for 
any domestic teaement shall, unless he 
proves to the satisfaction of a Mngis- 
trate that his’act was a bos. fide one, 
he linble to a fine got exceeding 

_ $2,000," , 
_ The defendant, in this ease was Chin 
Yung Sang, described: as the Assistant 
Compradare of the Bank of Canton, und 
he wns charged at the instance of the 
Hon, Sceretary for Chinese Affairs, that 
he’ heing the lessor of No, 68, Kowloon’ 
City Road, demanded of Wong Chi Lam, 
tenant of the first floor, which was a 
domestic" tenement,. $5 more than. the 
stundard rent, which was 811 per month, 

Mr. Huzlerigg (Assistant Crown Solici- 
tor) prosecuted, and Mr: M. M. Watson 
appeared to defend, : ' 

Mr, Hazlerigg said'‘that it was the first 
case brought under the Section, The 
defendant, he said, was. the ‘regi 
owner of ‘No. 68,, Kowloon Ci 
which premises he purchased in Septem- 
her last. The plaintiff was at all material 
times the principal tenant ‘of the first floor 
of No. 68. He had been in occupation 
of that floor for about ten years, but 
there never had heen any written agree- 
ment. For the past. six years the rental 
of the floor had been $11 per month, and 
at‘no time during the past ten years had 
any part of the ‘floor heen used for any 
purpose other than purely renteee 
een 
collected by a rent.cdllector, On the 2ist 
November the rent. collector served the 
following notice on the, tenant :— 


Translation, 


To Mr.. Wong Chi Lam, , 
Of late the cost of shops is increasing 
every day, and the rents of various 
’ shops have been raised in a hirry. In 
our special opinion the rent of the floor 
you are occupying is very small, and 
therefore, we raise it specially by $5 
each month for the purpose of meeting 
the interest. We beg that you will, not 
‘refuse. This is our great hope. We 
write this specially for your informa- 
“tion. - :

* Landlord. | 

Mr. Hazlerigg after reading the ictter, 
commented on the phrase “cost of 
shops ” and ‘pointed out that no part of 
the premises had ever been ‘used o8 a 
shop. .As the. tents of shops could be 
raised he considered this to be put into 
the letter for a special purpose. Dealing 
with the reason given for raising the rent 
“ that the rent was very small” he said 
that the increase demanded amounted’ to 
43 per cent., which was utterly unjustifi- 
able as there had been no expenditure 
on ‘the premises Three days after the 
service of the notice the collector called 
for the rent, The tenant tendered the 
usual $21, but the rent collector demand- 
ed $16. The tenant.refused and the col- 


lector fefused to accept the proper sum.’ 


The matter was then placed in the 
hands of the Secretary for, Chinese Affairs 
and proceedings instituted. nee 

After the plaintiff had given evidence 
bearing. out "Mr.-Hazlerigg’s remarks 

Mr. Wataon, for the défence, contended 
that his client had acted in'a bonda fide 
manner. The" defendast had been in- 
formed by his broker that the premises 
were new, and that he could put the 
rent up. : ‘ roe 

‘The defendant in the box said he 
bought the premises in September 1923 
along with four others, this particular 
house costing $5,700. - The property, was 
bought through -his broker. Defendant 
did pot enquire what'the rent was, neither 
did he ‘go and inspect the property until 
after he had bought it. He claimed that 
the rent he was now. getting represented a 
3 per cent, return on his capital. | 

Cross examined by Mr. ,Hazlerigg, the 
defendant replied that he would not 'cx- 
pect to reat the floor.of'a new house for 
G11, He also agreed with Mr. Hazlerigg 
that it was not a good proposition to 
invest money on a 3 per cent. return.
